Report of School Officials 


REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of Willimantic: 

I submit herewith my eighth annual report as super- 
intendent of your schools. One of the reasons for 
making a report of this type is to give the necessary 
information about school progress, plans and funds to 
enable the voters to form reasonable ideas of the 
amounts of money needed for the different school pur- 
poses. 

School costs are mounting upward year by year. 
This makes it necessary for the superintendent of 
schools and his committees to study the situation and 
to make each dollar bring its full hundred cents worth — 
of service and material, to find ways to use the avail- 
able money for the most important things and to cut 
down if possible those expenditures which ar‘e secon- 
dary in importance. The first interest, however, is to 
give the children the best possible advantages. 

There is available from the state an equalization 
fund to assist towns having high municipal and school 
tax rates. The rates for this year and upon which 
this fund is based are 


Municipal rate .0460 
School rate 0117 
All towns having higher rates than these will share 
in the equalization fund to be distributed in December,

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SCHOOL PROGRESS 

School officials are looking forward to a trained 
teacher for every group of children in the state within 
a few years. Whenever it becomes possible to have a 
trained teacher for every group of children, then the 
country school should be as good as the schools of the 
village or city. The surroundings are wholesome and 
the children are anxious for the best leadership that 
can be brought to them. 

The town is now maintaining three schools for the 
maximum number of weeks required by law. We are 
securing for the schools as good teachers as can be had 
for the wages being paid. There are forty-one chil- 
dren now enrolled in the three schools, and they seem 
to be making very good progress in the subject matter 
making up the program. However, it is to be expected 
that much better work could be done under the direc- 
tion of well-trained and experienced teachers. Per- 
haps such teachers can be had only by your school offi- 
clals being in a position to retain any teacher, year af- 
ter year, who has been doing excéllent work in the 
schools. The people should not think they had done 
their best for the children till they had teachers who 
could not only teach the subject matter making up the 
program, but would also understand child nature and 
how to train those finer elements that tend to the build- 
ing of character. A well trained teacher will be able 
find the special interests of children and guide them 
into wholesome and beneficial activities. 


HIGH SCHOOL TUITION 
Under the new law for payment of high school tui- 
tion, very likely the town will have to pay thirty dollars 
-a term or ninety dollars a year for each pupil. In case 
the tuition for a pupil is ninety dollars, the state pays 
back to the town sixty dollars. You will see by exam- 
ining the statement for the high school account that 
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the account has been overdrawn this year. It would 
seem that the town must raise more money for high 
high school tuition for this next year. 

The following is a list of the pupils attending high 
school and the number of terms for which tuition has 
been paid: 

Higgins Classical Institute: Merton Weston for 
three terms, Drummond Earley for two terms, Kath- 
leen and Hildred Earley for one term each. East Maine 
Conference Seminary: Bruce Packard for three terms, 
Opal Merrill for three terms, Ella Preble for three 
terms, Manfred Knowles for three terms, Grace Tit- 
comb for one term. Guilford High school: Kathleen 
and Hildred Earley for two terms each, Drummond 
Earley for one term. Monson Academy: Hannah 
Prescott for one term. 


SCHOOL FUNDS 


Statements of receipts and expenditures for the sev- 
eral school purposes for the year just closing follows 
in this report. An inspection of these items will show 
the expenditures for each of the several school items. 
The account for school textbooks and that for school 
repairs have been overdrawn. | 

The school budget submitted as a part of this report 
is a statement of the school funds needed for the en- 
suing year to enable the school officials to continue the 
schools under the present conditions. The amounts 
suggested will not supply funds for securing better 
trained teachers or for purchasing additional school 
equipment. 

It will be necesary to raise money at this meeting to 
renew the insurance on the Number One school build- 
ing and on the Number Two school building. At pres- 
ent the amount of insurance on the Number One build- 
ing is five hundred dollars and the amount on the Num- 
ber Two building is eight hundred dollars. It. almost 
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seems that there should be one thousand dollars of in- 


surance on the Number Two school building, and I am 
suggesting an appropriation for that amount. 


SCHOOL REPAIRS 

The principal repairs made during the year have 
been at the Number Two school building. The work 
includes new floors for the rooms and two new outside 
doors. 

A small sum of money is usually needed each year 
for the general upkeep of the school buildings. If any 
special improvements on buildings are planned then an 
additional sum for school repairs should be raised.
